'A T Montpelier in France dwelt Cordelis, a young 
"A. Lady of greater Beauty than Wealth, adorn'd 
with many excellent Qualities and PerfeCtions, bur all 
were ſullied by one Vice of Unchaſtity, which ſhe was 
too frequently addited to. She was now. Miſtreſs of 
her Perſon and Fortunes, ( her Parents being dead ) 
which was attended with the interment of 'her own 
Honour and Reputation. Amongſt other Gallants who 
were her ' Enamorato's, ſhe was particularly delighred 
with the company of Monſieur Leonardo, Nephew to 
the Duke of Tereme, a Gentleman of more Wealth 
and Diſcretion, who was abſolutely bewitch'd to her, 
than ſpent whole days and nights in ber Courtſhip and 
Entertainment.

The morning is now come, which brings Leo- 
nardo by unwilling ſteps to the Bridge, and ſoon after 
came Durel : They both draw, and paſs very furiouſly 
at each other ; but Leonardo having received twa 
wounds, throws down his Swvord , and begs his life, 
Durel ſatisfied with this, goes to his Chamber, and Leo 
nardo to his Chyrurgeons, The news of this Duel was 
ſpread abroad by two Souldiers who faw them fighting, 


Cordelia ſends preſently to Leonardo to know the trath, 


but he would not be ſpoken withal ; wherefore jult as 
ſhe was ſending to Durel, he prevented her by a viſit in 
perſon, and alter ſeyeral Complements told her, That 
he had given Leomerdo two wounds for her ſake, and 
his life for his own. Art this ſhe ſeen?d much pleaſed, 
and here began the firſt intrigue of cheir Amours. 
WhiPſt Durel thus triumphs over his congquer'd Adver- 
fary, and fleeps ſecure in the arms of Cordelia, Ma- 


damoyſelle de Sinclere grieves for his loſs, and Leonardo | 


vows his revenge ; which de Simclere underſtanding, 
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outof pure love to Durel diſcovers: itin'a\ Letter, 'in' 
which-ſhe both gives bim'a caution of Leonardo, and 
prays him to have a care of himſelf. But this was rather 
paſtime than advice to Dwtel; yet his civility return'd 
her thanks, tho' be continued as regardleſs'of himſelf as 
ever.

John de Maurien ; That if neither ber 
AfﬀeStion nor her Honour will draw him, yet ſhe begs the 
care of ber Life may invite him; and withal ſays, That 
ſhe has a ſecret to impart to him before ſhe dies, which ſhe 
will entruſt with no perſon but himſelf. 

Whilſt Sab:a is going to Malre with this, old Caftle- 
novo finding his Villainy would be diſcovered by the 
flight of his Daughrter-in-law, and being ſure that his 
Son will be enrag'd at it, is in great perplexity, not 
knowing what to do.

But old Caſtlenowvo thinking what a ſcandal the divul- 
ging his Crime, and his Sons abſence would prove to 
him, wrote a Letter to him, wherein he acknowledg'd 
his laſcivious and graceleſs attempt upon the Honour 
of ſo chaſt a Lady, which he could not remember bur 
with deteſtation : but now Religion had vanquiſhed 
Luſt, and he did heartily ſorrow and repent of fo foul a 
miſcarriage.

he will die before he will permit him tO marry his 
Daughter. At which anſwer Muletto went very diſcon. 
rentedly back ro Naples, and Servia-remains at Caſfan 
with her Father, who now thinks to provide her another 
Husband, and gives her choice of two (to prevent her 
marrying Muletto) but ſhe utterly refuſes both ; where. 
at old Spondy is mad, and threatens to diſ-inherit her. 
Three years are now paſt ſince the young Couple 
firſt ſaw one another, and ſince Muletto firſt ask'd Spox- 
dy's conſent ; and till ſeeing it in vain, he thinks it now 
hightime to lay cloſe fiege to Serwvia, that ſhe would 
agree to marry him, (notwithſtanding her Fathers re.

Love, and bad Eſtate enough to maintain her in a proj ous 
condition. By which ſweer words ſhe was prevail'd up- 
on to leave her Father, and go along with Mulette. 
Thus agreed, Muletto hires a Boat, whereof having no- 
tice, ſhe goes out at the Garden-door. That night they 
went down the River, and early the next morning he 
hires Horſes, and brings her to Naples, where they 
were privately nai 
Spd miſſing his Danghter , rages extremely, as 
doubting that Muletro had ſtole her : whereof making 
ſecret enquiry at Naples, and being aſſur'd of ir, he 
paſſionately ſwears,T hat they ſhall never enjoy one penny of 
bis Eſtate, nor will be ever after ſee them. Ten days aker 
their Marriage, Myletto rode over to Caſſan to Spondy, 
to labour with his beſt reſpefts and duty for a reconci- 
bation. Coming 'to Spondy's houſe with intent to ſee 
and diſcourſe him, he bolrs himſelf into his Chamber, 
and Charges his Servants to deny him, for that he is 
reſolv*d 
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feſoly'd neither to ſee nor ſpeak with him. Mulerts 


' | went back to bis Inn, and two hours after came again, 


but Spondy was till deny'd ; when the next morning 
riſing early, he went to Spondy's houſe, but received 
the fame anſwer : whereat very angry, he took his 
Horſe and rode home to Naples, where be truly relates 
to his Wife the entertainment he trad at her Fathers; 
whereat ſhe was exceedingly grieved, but Muletto com- 
forted her up with good words, and was indeed very 
kind and loving to her. Thus they lived very provi 
dently, and managed their Trade to the beſt advantage, 
both of them being very diligentand ſaving. Six months 
after, having not heard one word from Spondy, Muletro 
prays his Wife to go over to her Father her ſelf Servia 
accepted of the journey, and comes to Caſſan, where 
ſhe received the ſame entertainment her Husband had 
found before in all reſpects; nay he cauſed his doors to 
be ſhut againſt her: Ar which unkindneſs of her Fa- 
ther ſhe wept bitterly, and got her Aunt and her Fas 
thers own Ghoſtly Father to intercede for her; bur fin- 
ding all fruitleſs, and to no effect, ſhe returned to Na- 
ples to her Husband. Muletto asking what ſucceſs, ſhe 
relates to him the unnatural diſcourteſie of her Father 
towards her, which vexed him to the heart, bur he dif. 
ſemblech his diſcontent, which is aggravated by being 
known to his Neighbours, who flour and jeer himin all 
Companies. 

This makes him now to look untowardly on his Wife, 
and ſlight her, and turn ill Husband, negle&t himſelf 
and his Profeſſion, and follow lewd and evil Company, 
ſpending and conſuming his Eſtate with Whores and 
Strumpets, which at length reduces him to great pover- 
tyand want ; for the relieving whereof ſhe-ſends ta 
Spondy her Father, and acquaints him with her neceſli- 
ties, praying his aſliſtance torelieve her preſent diſtreſs ; 
but he is ſo hard-hearted, that he will - neither help her 
waits, nor pity her affliction, whereby her condition is 

grown 
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grown ſo miſerable, that ſhe is ready to deſpair. In 
the midſt of theſe her ſorrows, ſhe was brought to bed 
of a fine Boy, who was chriltned in a poor manner, 
and/named Auguſtino The charity of her Neighbours 
&' her in this condition preſerved her from itarving 
for her wicked Husband rook no care of her, but was 
ſo -wholly devoted to Drunkenneſs and Debauchery, 
that he never thought of being better, nor had ſhe any 
reaſonable grounds to expect his amendment. Aﬀer 
ſhe was up again ſhe work'd very hard with her Needle 
to maintain her poor Babe and her ſelf; andif ſhe got a 
little money to keep them from ſtarving, he preſently 
tore it from her ; ſo that not knowing what to do in {6 
great want and miſery, ſhe ſent a Letter to her Father 
in theſe words :

tain, God will requite your charity to him, and 1 
ſhall the ſooner forget your wks” to my felf: 
And ſo may you live in as much proſperity as [

Servia having read this Letter, though ſhe grieved at 
her Fathers obdurate heart to her ſelf, yet was joyful 
at his kindneſs to her Son, whom: ſhe delivered to the 
meſſengers hands, and next to Gods protection religi- 
ouſly recommends him'to the affeCtion and educationof 
ber Father : but Mulertto would not ſo much as kils him 
at parting, whoſe unkindneſs he will live to return. 
© Servis having thus ſent away her Son, the ſame nighe 
dreams ſhe ſhall never ſee him more ; whereat awa- 
king, ſhe wept bitterly, while her Husband laugt'd ae 
her fondneſs, who now grows worſe and worſe, fo that 
her life wasa m2er þurthen to.her. Five years hach-ſhe 
now lived in this miſery, having no conlolation but in 
ber Prayers and Patience, Initead of mending, Mu- 
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weary of his poor virtuous Wife, and thinks if ſhe were 
dead he might. get another which ſhould enrich him, 
for which reaſon he reſolves to murder her ; and ac.

* Four and twenty years are now paſt ſince Muletts 
left Naples and tarn'd Banditti, of which growing weary 
at laſt, hewent to Florence, and ſet up his Trade of a 
Baker, intending there to ſettle and marry ; bur it 
happened otherwiſe, for the Cardinal De Medices going 
to Rome to receive his Hat, and intending to enter 
and continue there in great ſtate and magniticence, he 
took into his houſe double Officers, to whom he gave 
rich and coſtly Liveries, and amongſt others Muletro 
was choſen Baker in that journey, and at Rome flaunts 
it out gallantly, and is more debauch'd and prodigal 


' than any other of the Cardinals Servants : So that ar 


laſt growing bare both of money and credit, he reſolves 
to recruit himſelf by ſtealing ſome pieces of Plate out af 
ayoung Goldſmiths Shop in Rome. with whom he had 
ſome licttle acquaintance. From him he ſtole rwo fair 
rich gilded Chalices, a curious ſmall Gold Crucifix fer 
with Saphyrs and Emralds, all amounting to the value 
of 45 o Duckatoons.

As for Augaſtino, after this infamous death of his Fa. 
ther, he remov'd from Ro xe, and return'd tohis Grand. 
father Spondy, who received him with many demon- 
ſtrations of joy and aiteCction, and at his death made 
him ſole Heir of all his Goods and Eſtate,

N the famous City of Venice, lived a young Gentle- 

man, called Seignior Angelo Moroſme ; who inCom- 
pany of Seignior Afonicus and Seignior Donato , Embar- 
qu'd for the Iſlands of Corfu and Zan, and after a ſhort 
ſtay there, were bound for Conſtantinople; but by the 
way forc'd by a Storm, they put into the Harbour of 
Ancona , which belongs to the Pope. - In which place

N the City of Santarem in Portugal, dwelt an ancient 
Gentleman named Don Alonzo de Cortez,, whoſe Wite 
was Dena Afpatia ; they had now liv'd happily in the Sar 
cred Bonds of Marriage near fourty years, andhad two 
Sons and four Daughters, all which dyed young except 
Dem Araneo, who for his excellent Parts, compleat Bree- 
ding and Courtſhip , was eſtecm'd a moit accomp iſh'd 
C m—_ , and one of the prime Cavaliers in all Portu- 
at. , 

\ Six Leagues from Santarem, dwelt a young Gentle- 
woman very handſom, and a Widdow, named Dona Or- 
minta ; to this Lady, old Cortez (having now left the 
Vertues of his Youth to grow vicious in his Age) makes 
his addreſs by frequent Viſits, and diſcovers the violent 
flames of his raging Luſt, which ſhe ſeverely checks him 
for, andl with pzremptory retuſals, ſcorns and denies his 
laſcivious Suit.

Upon this ſhe took care to provide him the Poylon, 
whichthe adminiſtred to her in preſerved Barberies,which 
hegbſerv'd ſhe lov'd very well andoften eat of, ſo that in 
three days after Afatia dyed , whereat Don Araneo 
wept bitterly , not in. the leaſt ſuſpeCting ſhe was 
poyſon'd. 

Orminta underſtanding Aſpatia was dead, is marvel. 


| Jouſly pleas'd, and in three months after De Cortez, and 


ſhe dealt fo politickly with Araneo , that he' married 
her and brought her home to his Lewd Fathers Houle, 
who as often as he pleas'd commits Adultery and Inceſt 
with her, but ſo clandeſtinely that for two years Araneo 
had not the leaſt inkling of it. But Dtan her waiting

to Santarem being neither ſeen nar diſcovered. As ſoon, 
as he camethither he inform'Mhis Siſter what he had

The young Ladies are very much diflatished with their 
Father's Perverſeneſs, who, they think, uſurps too much 
upon the freedom of their choice; by his politive and ri- 
gorous Orders. 'This, at length, bred ill bloud , and 
they begin to hate him, which Fdelia firſt diſcovers to

This Letter was brought by Fieſco, one of Carpi's Lac- 
quies, who coming to Otranto, as he walked in the Court 
before the Houſe , was ſpyed by Alcaſero, who ſent to 
know whoſe Servant he was, but he refuſed to give any 
account. Alcaſero ordered him to be carried down mto 
the Cellar, where he was plentifully entertained with 
Wine andinvited to Dinner, but would neither by intrea- 
ties nor threats be prevailed upon to diſcover himſelf.

N Rome were two noble young Gentlemen , the one 
named -Seignior Franciſco Coligni, the other Seignior 
Andre oVarmi, the latter of which had a Siſter fair and 
young named Cleandra, and her Coligni had choſen for 


his Miſtreſs; And as his Wealth made him confident, | 


ſo he in amorous and honourable Terms, courts her 
by himſelf and Friends, but he is not fo full of hope, 
as ſhe is ofdisdain; and in few words tells himhis Suit 
will bein Vain, for her AﬀeCtions are pre-engaged. But 
he unwilling to give over his Suit, for the firſt denyals, 
acquaints her Brother VYarini with his Paſſion for her, 
and deſires his aflittance, which he promiſes, and likea

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this Duel and the event thereof, is quickly ſpread abroad, 
whereat Cleandra and her Father grieve inordinately. 
Toallayand mitigate their Grief, Seignior Pedro Dario 
proffers his Service, to right his Miſtreſſes Honour 
and Revenge Varin's Death, which both Cleandrs and 
her Father difſwade him from. Coligni is now grown 
ſo fooliſhly ſottiſh, as notwithſtanding the former and

Colign; receives this Challenge, but not very willingly, 
yet bids the Lacquey tell his Maſter, he would not fail 
to give him his welcome to Palermo.

Az Corduba in Spain, lived Don Andres Rametz;, 
who was a Perſon very conſiderable in thoſe 
Parts, both for his Eſtate and Quality , and a peculiar 
excellency he had in diſpatch of Buſineſs of the great- 
eſt moment, in which he was indefatigable : For theſe 
Reaſons in the year 1579 he was made Proveditor Ge- 
neral under Don Fobn of Auſtria, to whoſe care and 
proviſion , were committed the Arms, Ammunition, 
and all other Naval Preparations, for that huge Arma- 
da ; which was compleatly furniſh'd out in 1588, and 
deſign'd for the Invalion of England , and utter Extirpa- 
tion of the Reformed Religion.

only Daughter of Don Camillo, a rich and wealthy Citi- 
zen. The young coup!e lived with great content and 
fatisfation in their mutual Love and Aﬀettion, during 
the firſt three years of their Marriage ; but being not 
yet bleffd with any Children, thoſe deſired Fruits of 
their Conjugal Vows, the diſcouragements of their

" . Theſe Differences between Roderigo and Paulinta in- 
creas'd to that height, that Roderigo forſook Her Bed,

gave Don Pedro free acceſs to Roderigo's Houſe, where 
he obſerved the diſguſts between him and his Wife, 
which, whenever he was abſent , by his gracefnl Be- 
haviour and more particular Reſpects to her , he en- 
deavoured to improve to his own advantage. 

The aſfiduous Addreſs of Don Pedro to 'Paulmta, and. * 
the continual flights of Roderigo , promis'd him ſhcceſs 
in his Amours ; which he purſyed with ſo much Arti- 
fice and Induſtry, that Roderigo was not in the leaſt jea- 
lous of his deſign, nor Paulimta inſenſible of his Aﬀecti- 
ons.

ble and diſorder told him he ſhould have, and bid 


. him acquaint his Maſter, he would not fail to meet

- In the midſt of their Pleaſures above, the Footmen 
and Servants were Revelling in Drunkenneſs below ; 
whereby their Careleſneſs and Neglect of their Flam- 
beaux, the Room was fir'd , which burnt ſo furiouſly 
that in an inſtant, Chy/a's Chamber which was over- 
head, was in a bright Flame before they were ſenſible 
of it. The Gentlemen in the Hall were ſtrangely ſur-

young extravagant Sn lived at hee, 
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was avery PR and faſhionable Sinner , and fami- 
harly acquamted with Emilia a young Lady, by whom 
he had one Daughter nam*d Corinna ; who hor prevent 
the Share, and conceal the Lewdneſs of her Parents) 
was privately! educated ; and aſfoon as her 'Age had 
qual for the Vows of a Religious Life 
ta the Nunnery of St. Bridger.Preſently after the Birth of 
 Oorimmo, Rigidero married Marians the only daughter of 
Seignior Placento a Goldſmith ; whoſe plentiful Fortune 
was above the Quality of her Family, and by her had 
two Sons Carols and Erafto, and one Daughter.Carollo the 
eldeſt was no ſooner arrivwd to thoſe years which ought 
to have intitled him as diſcreet as manly ; but he was e- 
migently known through the whole City for the de- 
baucheries of his Life and Converſation , which rendred 
him no lefs acceptable to the lewd and vitious, than 
he was abhorr*d and detefted by all vertuous and ſober 
Men. As he went one day with ſome Gentlemen to 
ſee the Nunnery of St. Bridger, where one of his Friends 
had a Siſter lately entered, he had the Fartune to ſee 
a young Gentlewoman, whoſe Beauty ſuddenly inflam'd 
tis Heart, with the wanton" deſires of Lave; which 
he cheriſhed, though but with ſlender hopes of accom- 
Pliſhing his Deſign , and reaping that fatisfaftion he ſo 
carneſtiy coveted ; after he had inquired who ſhe was 
he underſtood her name was Corimna,byt her parents un- 
known. Corinna was no leſs enamour'd of Carollo and 
growing weary of the ſmart and ſevere Diſcipline ſhe 
was confin'd to, reſoly'd to embrace the firſt Opportu- 
nity to diſcharge her ſelf of thoſe ſacred Fetters which 
rendred Carol's Courtſhip more ecaſfie and fucceſsful.

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at Monſieur Torquato's Houſe , his 
particular Friefid, where her Name and all the Circum- 
ſtances of her Quality, were ſo well diſguis'd that -no- 
thing appear*d but what was juſt and honourable : And 
here he firſt gained the Enjoyment of his unlawful Plea- 
ſures under the umbrage and promiſe of future Matri- 
mony, which he religiouſly ſwore to, and*ſhe' credw- 
louſly believed. Carollo having now fatiated his Luft, 
began to make his Vifits more ſeldom , and was {Ton 
cloy'd with the Repetition of ſuch unchaſt Delights. 
In the Interim, whiltt they barqueted their Senſes m the 
fruition of facritegious- Pleaſures, Corinna was diſtove- 
red by the ſearch made after her, and apprehended one 
night in the embraces of her laſcivious Paramour, who 
was ſciz'd by the fame Officers, and both impriſon'd 
till the Pope and the Conclave of Cardinals, were ac- 
quainted with the Fatt. Rigidoro was not long a ſtran- 
ger to the Misfortune of his Son , but when he un- 
derſtood the Ladies Name was Cor:ma, his Laughter, 
and Carollo's Siſter; he was fo incens'd , that nothing 
could reconcile him, but refolv'd he himſelf would ra- 
ther be the Proſecutor, than Carello ſhould rot te pu 
niſh*d according to his demerits. This preſent Fury of 
Rigidoro , was ſoon allay'd by his Natural Aﬀection to 
his Son and Daughter, but his Paſſion and Indiſcretion, 
had fo far tranſported him ; that in the extremities of 
his Rage, he diſcovered the nearneſs of their Relation:

we'oo often flatter our ſelves, with the expeCtations of 


Happineſs here, from that very Subject, which proves 


the only occaſion of our Trouble and Miſery. Eraſto 
was as vitious anddebauch'd as Carollo had been, and no 
leſs incontinent, though more private in his Sins, which 
at laſt were puniſh'd by wan ignominious Death. 
Amongſt the variety of lewd Women whoſe Company 
and acquaintance were his only Pleaſure and Delight. 
Fawvonia was one, a common Strumpet and as notori- 
ouſly infamous as any of her Profeflion , who conſide- 
ring the great Eſtate Eraſto would be Maſter of upon 
the Death of his Father, reſolv'd to make the beſt ad- 
vantage of him, and by counterfeiting a Religious Sor- 
row and Penitence for the miſcarriages of her former 
Life, to gain him for her Husband or elſe abſolutely re- 
refuſe him thoſe enjoyments he ſo paſſionately. longed 
for. Eraſto attempted her with noble Preſents and 
richer Promiſes if ſhe would conſent to his Defires ; 
which ſhe ſlighted with ſcorn and contempt, telling him 
that all the Glorics of Rome laid at her Feet ſhould ne- 
ver prevail upon her fix'd Reſolution to Honour and 
Vertue ; and that as her more youthful days had been 
prodigally ſpent in the Pleaſures of Sin and Wicked- 
neſs , ſo now her riper Age and the whole remainder 
ofher Life, ſhould be intirely dedicated to Vertue and 
Goodneſs, Eraſfto purſued her with all the Temptati- 
ons his Suit and Fancy could invent, but till in vain ; 


whereupon he at laſt conſented to marry her, which ' 


was privately ſolemnized by Father Facomo the Prielt, 
to the great Satisfaction of Favonje, and the utter Ruin 


afterin her Nun's Habit” The ſhould '-be burnt near © 
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of Erafto, Twomonths this Marriage was conceal'd 
from Rigidoro, but he at laſt was acquainted with it, 
and charged Eraffo with the Truth of w hat he had 
heard ; that he had married Favorig the moſt impu- 
dent Courtezan in all Rome : Eraifo acknowledged © 
that he was married, and without his advice or conſent, 4 
for which he humbly begg'd his Pardon”; thatthe Pet 3 
fon he had married, was call'd Fawonia, but chaſtand> 
vertuous as the moſt modeſt Nun; and however her 
Reputation had been _— ſtain'd, ſhe had waſht out 
thoſe Spots with Tears and Repentance : and though 
poſſibly ſhe had been looſe and diſfolute in her Virgin 
State, ſhe was now a moſt loving Chaſt and Vertuous 
Wife. Rzgidoro was ſo highly provok'd to hearhis Son 
vindicate Favonia's Fame, and jultifie his own Errour, 
that he immediately turn'd him out of Doors, and 
diſinherited him, telling him with a deep Oath he would 
rather give his whole Eſtate to the Lazaretto, than 
relieve his utmoſt Diſtreſſes, with the leaſt expreſſion of 
common Charity or Kindneſs, 

Eraſto acquainted Favonia with Rzg;doro's Cruelty, 
ſaying ifke continued his ſeverity toward him hecan- 
celF'd all his Obligations of Duty and Reſpect to him} 
by his barbarous- and inhumane Uſage ; and that he 
would Study a Revenge which ſhould make himas mi- 
ſerable as himſelf. And being now reduc'd to great 
Poverty and Want, and finding his Father inexorable, 
notwithſtanding he endeavour'd a Reconciliation by a 
moſt profound Submiſſion tohim, owning his Fault and 
begging his Pardon for his Offence ; reſolv'd, with his 
own hand to Murder him in the Street, rather than ſee 
him live ina plentiful and proſperous Fate, whilſt ha 
ſtarv'd for want of Bread. Thus the Devil ehcourag'd 
him to the moſt villanous Sin of Parricide without a- 
ny proſpect of Happineſs to himſelf, but as he gratified 
preſent Revenge by deſtroying that Life, from whence 
he had receiv'd his own , and fince to live miſerably 
is the moſt gricyous puniſhment of Life ; he reſoly'd a

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violent Death thould make his Father as unhappy as 
he wes wretched. To this end he watch'd frequeatly 
in the dark of the Evening over againſt Rigidoro's Houle, 
and ſecing him come forth without any Attendance , 


* . followed him, and ſuddenly ran his Rapier in at his 


Back quite thyough his Body , upon which Rigidoro fell 
to the: Ground Dead , and Eraffo made his Eſcape. 
'Preſently after the Body was found, and within three 
days decently buried, great ſearch was made for the 
Murtherers ; but no Perſon diſcovered on whom they 
could fix the Guilt. Eraſfo, who was conſtantly 
haunted with the "Terrors of an evil Conſcience, and 
the dread of that Puniſhment he had ſo juſtly deſerv'd, 
fled aboard one of the Popes Galleys which was bound 
for Sicily, and was afterwards taken by two 7arks Men 
ofWar belonging to Twnis,and allthe Seamen and Paſlen- 
gers, who ſurviv'd the Fight (which was very bloody) 
either made Slaves aboard their own Veſlels, or dil- 
pogd to LandServitude, amongſt whom Ereſto was fald 
aſhore, to Barhareſſa a Perion of principal Note and 
Command in Tunis. 
Erafto had now leiſure to reflect on the vitious and 
wicked Courſes of his former Life , and particularly 
on the bloody and inhumane Murther of his Father, 
which he now ſaw:m ſome meaſure puniſh'd by theMiſe- 
ries of his preſent Condition ; which wrought Complaint 
& Sqrrow for the Evils he now ſuffer®d under,rather than 
a true and fincere Penitence for his notorious Offences. 
But though Barbaroſſa his Patron was ſevere and cruel, 
Adullainis Wife was more kind to him, and often when 
her Husband was abroad, brought him Victuals into 
the Garden Where he work'd, above what was allow'd 
him, or the other Slaves had, which Eraſe interpreted 
as a particular Refpett and Love to his Perſon, which 
made her 1d charitable and bountiful to him, and -hop'd 
to jmprove;, to a more conſiderable Advantage. '1he 
other Slaves grumblead at Adulla's Kindneſs to Erafto, 


and acquainted Barbereſſs with it, who preſently _ 
| tam 
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tain*d jealous thoughts of his Wife, and us'd Erafto with 
the greater Severity , which Ads being ſenſible of, re- 
doubled her Kindneſs, and upon the firſt Opportunity 
expreſt her more particular Love to Mim, which Era#to 
readily Embrac'd , promiſing that no Torments ſhould 
ever extort a' Confeſſion from him , of thofe abliging 
Favours he recciv'd. Their Amorous entertainments 
had been many and frequent, which Barbaroſſawas not 
altogether ignorant of; but willing that their Crime 
ſhould be as apparent as he intended their Puniſhment, 
difſembled his Anger ; and one day pretending to go a- 
broad, conceal'd himſelfin the Houſe, till he had notice 
by one of the Slaves (who wasa Spye over all their 
Attions) that Adulla was retir'd to her Chamber, and 
had ſent for Eraffo , who was gone in to her.; upon 
which he followed up, and ſurprized them in the very 
Act. The nextday Eraſfo and Adulla were carried 'in 
Chains before the Diwan,and there accus'd by Barbaroſſa 
of Adultery , which was ſo undeniably prov'd againſt 
them that Eraſfto was condemn'd to be flead alive, and 
Adulla delivered to her Husband to be puniſhed as he 
thought convenient, who immediately ordered two of 
his Slaves to-ftrangle her. "Thus dyed Erafo. miſerably 
at Tanis whilſt Fawvonia return'd to her old, profeſſion 
at Rome , and liv'dinall the lewdneſs and-debauchery 
of a common Strumpet, till at laſt ſhe was infected with 
the foul Diſeaſe, and died with Shame and lgnominy in 
the Burdello's.
